Perhaps no other house in all Cal- 
ifornia is so much a visible symbol 
of the past as the A. J. Bayley 
house near Pilot Hill. Not only does 
it express the dreams and the ideals | 
of another day in solid form as it 
seems to quicken into life some of) 
the fervor, the glow and the am- 
bition that went with the quest for) 
gold. 


It is a house in the grand style. 
Its massive structure denotes per- 
manence, stability and dignity. Per- 
haps it is at its best in the autumn, 
touched by the drowsy light of Oc- 
tober. It is said that 300,000 bricks 
went into the building of this 
house. In the three stories there are 
24 rooms. Fifteen doors and win- 
dows open out onto the double 
broad verandahs in front. You will 
note how the six tall columns give 
the house a lofty air and how the 
graceful railing on the second story | 
verandah takes away from the aus-_ 
terity it might otherwise have. On 
the south are remnants of an old) 
terraced garden, the north side of) 
the house is vine-covered. 


One of the most colorful figures 
of early El Dorado County history | 
built this house. For the biograph- | 
ical details I am indebted to Sioli’s | 
History of the County. Bayley was, 
a Vermonter. In 1849 he organized | 
a company, bought his own ship, the 
Edward Everett and set sail for San | 
Francisco where he arrived in July 
of that year. The following year he 
was at Coloma in charge of the 
Winters Hotel earning a salary of 
$500 a month. Sioli tells how he 
was the first man to hire a horse 
and buggy to go on a wedding trip 
to Sacramento and how he paid two 
ounces of gold a day for the use of 
them.
